CITIZENS FAVOR BOND ISSUE FOR 


CITY PLUNGE AND BATH HOUSE 


In response to a call issued by the 


Covina chamber of commerce, thirty-five 
business man and ranchers gathered in 
the offices of the city trustees on Friday 
evening to discuss ways and means for 
financing the construction of a public 
swimming .pool in the city park. 


The city has already five thousand 


dollars in the park fund that is avail- 
able for this purpose. Tentative plans 
calling for the construction of 
apool 


120 by 50 feet, with 80 dressing rooms, 
have been accepted. The cost of the 
construction of such a plunge is esti- 
mated at $15,000. This figure has been 
supplied by competent engineers. 


The committee having in charge the 


raising of the additional $10,000 by pub- 
lic subscription, reported that it had 
fully satisfied itself that such a plan at 
this time was not feasible on account 
of the heavy loss sustained by the ranch- 
ers in the disastrous frost. 


The committee submitted an alterna- 


tive plan of bonding the city for the 
amount. In doing so the members of 
the committee stated that such a plan 
would entail no cost to the taxpayers, 
as the interest and sinking fund would 
be fully met -by the revenue received 
from the plunge. This, they found, had 
been the experience in every city in 
Southern California where municipal 
plunges were in operation. By this plan 
the cost would be borne in equal propor- 
tion by all tlie patrons of the plunge, 
whether residing within or outside the ! 
city limits. 


Thi? latter plan seemed to meet with 


the very general approval of those pres- 
ent. Of the thirty-five in attendance at 
this meeting, twenty-four were resi- 
dents within the city limits. As only 
the residents within the corporate lines 
will have an opportunity to vote on a 
bond election, a secret ballot was taken 
by this group of twenty-four upon the 
question. The ballot showed eighteen 
favoring the bond issue, four against, 
and two blank ballots. 


Prom the general discussion -which 


ensued it seemed to be the concensus 
of opinion that there can be no better 
time for the voting of such bonds. The 
work can be done this summer and fall 
largely by local citizens at a time when 
they need the work. The bonds will not 
fall due until a later time. Such an is- 
sue, providing the plunge proves to be a 
paying proposition, is simply making 
use of the city's credit and would not 
affect taxation in the future. 


This matter of establishing a plunge 


has been discussed for some time. There 
has never been any opposition to the 
idea, but only a discussion as to h&w 
to go about it. Citizens generally are 
in favor of it. 


The city needs, not only a plunge, but 


a bandstand, as an adjunct to the park. 
A bond issue of twelve thousand dol- 
lars, with the money already in hand, 
will largely provide these improvements. 


The meeting went on record as recom- 


mending that the cily trustees should 
immediately call a bond election for 
this amount.

L "The result Is that the heads of the 
snow ring net something like $10,000, 
000 a year profit from the traffic in 
the United States alone. This ring is 
backed by organized financial Interests 
Every day It spreads crime like o 
pestilence. For a price it deals ou 
agonized death. 
The heads of the 


snow ring are greater criminals than 
Judas Iscariot. Their vendors are be- 
neath the level of white slavers. 


"Normal human beings have no idea 


whatever," Tat Crowe went on, "of 
what goes on In the dope circles o 
New York or Chicago, among the big 
cities, or in such peculiar comuiuni 
ties as Hollywood, the motion pic 
ture center, where thousands live tha 
are half crazy from too much easy 
money and too much notoriety, who 
have exhausted every normal sensa 
tlon. But If the evil was confined to 
the cities it would not be so terrible 
to contemplate. 


"It le no longer a city vice. It if 


Bpreading to the small cities and t 
the country towns. This is due in part 
to the returned soldiers, many o 
whom liad become accustomed to mor- 
phine or cocaine In the relief of sul 
ferlng from wounds. 
Some of It 1 


due to the temporary visit of youni 
men and young women, craving er 
cltement, in the cities. And much o 
It la due to the deliberate effort o 
the snow ring to extent its field o 


profit—to corrupt the suiuil towns u 
the big cities have been poisoned. 


"Physicians are m tlie pay of the 


enow ring. 
Nurses are in its pay. 


Drug stores and young drug clerks 
tliut need money are bought up by the 
ring. 
I am speaking of the small 


town, mind you, not the big city, 
though the same is true in tue big 
city. Kvery devilian trick and device 
that can be thougnt of is resorted to 
ty the agents of tue ring to encourage 
the use of dope. 


"Usually a little cocaine Is suggested 


as a local anesthetic to relieve some 
sharp pain. Then a little uiorpaint 
may be recommended to overcome 
uervous inability to sleep. Then heroin 
is introduced us 'something new and 
not so harmful as the old drugs,' and 
pretty soon another victim is chained 
to tiie galleys. 


"In the first place," Pat Crowe con- 


tinued, "I recommended to the at- 
torney general that there be a federal 
investigation — congressional — Into 
the drug evil in America. 1 find the 
government authorities impressed with 
the facts and statistics that I laid be- 
fore them. I think a resolution will 
be introduced in congress before long 
asking for an Investigation. The next 
step will be corrective and construc- 
tive. 


"It may be that the government will, 


In the end, have • to construct and 
maintain sanitariums, one on the 
Pacific coast, one on tha Atlantic 
coast, one on the Southwest coast, one 
In the Central States and one on the 
southeast coast or section, for curing 
the nation's drug addicts, thus making 
It more difficult tor the snow ring to 
extend its terrible traffic, a traffic that 
is actually and positively threatening 
the very fiber of the nation's manhood. 


"I have recommended to the United 


States government that a million farms 
of forty acres or less be provided by 
the government from what are now 
waste and unimproved lands, and that 
the government spend whatever is 
necessary to put these lands in shape 
for cultivation, and then offer them on 
long time and ea*y terms to a million 
young men coming year by year into 
manhood. 


Correctional Methods Needed. 


"More than 75 per cent of the crimes 


committed in the United States would 
never have been perpetrated if youths 
bad had the proper opportunity and 
environment. Every year, it may In- 
terest you to know, 400,000 persons, 
100,000 of them neglected lads, are 
committed to various terms of im- 
prisonment by the courts of this coun- 
try—victims of economic conditions. 


"There Is dire necessity of im- 


mediate correctional methods before 
the crime or misdemeanor has teen 
committed. Put the excess boys on 
farms. 
Encourage them. It n 


sary j usa a little dortms.- Keep 
in the open. 
Make them produce. 


Thea the snow ring will lose Its re- 
cruits and the vice will be stamped 
out as a snake.Is killed. 


"State reformatories are no good for 


correcting youths. They bave failed to 
function for the good of society. Usu- 
ally they inculcate vice rather than 
implant virtue. The boy comes out 
worse, not better. State and city in- 
stitutions do not know how to treat 
and cure the drug habit Usually they 
increase the craving. 


"No; these reforms must be accom- 


plished, like most other big things In 
these days, by the strong, efficient cen- 
tral government; There is no other 
hope. 


"To get tills done 1 have devoted, my 


life. Before I die I want to see the 
snow ring ruined, its leaders rotting 
In jail and Its agents shot down by 
policemen or sent away for long 
terms. I want to see federal farms In 
email plots offered to the American 
youth seeking opportunity and trem- 
bling between vice and virtue. There 
are so many things I want to see—me, 
the old time crook."

The citrus institute and pest-control 


school, stated to have been tie most im- 
portant gathering of citrus growers ever 
lield in the state, was brought to a close 
in Pomona on Saturday. There were a 
large number of Covina growers in at- 
tendance. 


Declaring war on red spider, mealy 


i)\ig, black scale, and the cottony cush- 
ion scale, the growers in attendance 
passed a number of resolutions of im- 
portance to the citrus growers of the 
state. 


In one resolution unanimously passed 


by the -250 in attendance at the meet- 
ing, they urged the state department of 
agriculture and the federal horticultur- 
al board to guard against the introduc- 
tion of the Mediterranean fruit fly 
through the steamship line which is to 
be established from San Pedro to the 
Hawaiian islands. 
.,.;:- 
A second resolution urged the Uni.ted 
States department of agrieTature': to 're; 
establish the entomological laboratory 
at Alhambra, and pointed out that 
"There are still many problems of in 
sect pest control confronting the citrus 
industry of Southern California.'' 


LIQUID GAS ADVOCATED 


That citrus grove fumigation by li- 


quid gas is the most practical method to 
be found at the present time, was prac- 
tically the universal opinion of ranch- 
ers and experts who addressed the pest 
control school. 


The attendance at the school compar- 


ed very favorably with that of the Cit- 
rus Growers' Institute, held the day 
before. 


The day's session was one which wil 


be of great benefit to those who hearc 
the addresses, for the talks given ant 
the data presented were concise and to 
the point. 


The entire morning session was giver 


over to the project 'of fumigation anc 
spraying for pest control and the dis 
cussion of advantages of three method 
of fumigation used at the present time 
namely, pot, cyanofumer, or liquid gas 


RESULTS OF SPRAYING 


The meeting was called to order by 


Robert W. Hodgson, farm advisor o 
Los Angeles county, who acted as chair 
man. 
The first speaker introduced wa 


H. J. Ryan, horticultural commissione 
of Los Angeles county, whose subjec 
was a summarization of last season's re- 
sults and this season's prospects in pest 
control. He showed that groves unin- 
jured by frost which received no treat- 
ment are 20 per cent worse off than 
they were a year ago. The groves which 
have been merely sprayed show a de- 
terioration of but 17 per cent. The in- 
jured groves which have sprayed show 
an improvement of 18 per cent and the 
ones which have had no treatment show 


rading was made in the region east of ' 
ie San Gabriel canyon. He stated that ' 
he average grove of 1921 was between ; 
rades 1 and 2, and that in taking this j 
s a basis there was an average improve- j 
lent in 1922 of 15 per cent in the con- j 
ition of the groves in relation to scale \ 
nd pest, when the treatment had been ' 
•ith hydro-cyanic acid (liquid) gas. In j 
yanofumer treatment the improvement 
liis year over the condition of last was 
•i per cent. Where the pot was used 
or fumigation, the average improve- 
tent was but 10 pw cent. 


He further stated that the groves 


vhich were injured the most through 
rost showed a greater percentage of 
mprovement because of defoliation, the 
.bsenee of leaves making the penetra- 
ion of gas more thorough. The average 
mprovement in fumigated groves for 
1923 over 1921 yras 15.9 per, cent . 
J. rlj. PHzer,y^pf the ^Bastanchury 


fanchd at"Fullerton, was next introduc- 
ed, the subject of his paper being, 
'Spraying versus Fumigation for Scale 
Control." Mr. Prizer opened his re- 
marks by a flat declaration that there 
was no comparison between spraying 
and fumigation results, and that spray- 
ing would soon be practically done away 
with for pest control. 


He divided the insects the grower 


must contend with into two great class- i 
es, those with biting mouths and those | 
known as suckers. He then pointed out 
that the best, way to combat a biting 
insect was by some poison it would take.; 


SHORT CROP PREDICTED 
j 


Basing his statements upon fifteen 


years of investigation, the last speaker 
of the morning session, R. S. Woglum,' 
the entomologist of the field depart- 
ment of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, predicted a short crop this 
year in the citrus belt because of the | 
fact that so many ranch owners are I 
favoring the cutting down of operating 
expenses, the cost of fumigating being | 
classed as one of these. "It 
is policy i 


and economy to fumigate,'' said Mr. 
Woglum. He further stated that liquid 
gas seems to be the better method in 
experimental work. 


"The 
main objection to the liquid 


gas method is that it is not up to 
standard in cold weather because of 
condensation," said Mr. Woglum. "To 
get away from this difficulty there has 
been recently perfected a nozzle that 
will vaporize the gas and at the same 
time heat it to the proper temperature 
so" that it will penetrate the tree from 
lower trunk to upper branches. 
This 


method will prove to be the most thor- 
oughly practical of all, and I think that 
it will cause the general adoption of 
liquid gas fumigation as soon as it is

a deterioration of but 20 per cent. In 
his summarization of spraying results 
he stated that taking sixty-two in 1921 
and sixty-one in 1922 as average grades, 
out of 132 groves observed and sprayed 
there had been a deterioraton of but 2 
per cent. Out of 196 groves which re- 
cciveil no treatment and which were 
graded at 74 per cent in 1921 and at 51 
per cent in 1922, they showed a deterior- 
ation of 31 per cent this vear. 


SCALE NOT SO GENERAL 


Mr, Ryan stated that black scale in- 


festution is not so general this year as 
it was a year ago and this, he said, was 
duo to defoliation because of the freeze, 
the absence of thick loaves making it 
possible for the sun and-hot wind to get 
at tho pest on the limbs and branches. 
Closing his remarks, Mr. Ryan urged 
the importance of fumigation this year, 
holding that it will be of far greater 
importance than it was last year aud 
the year before. 


Mr. Ryan stated that complete inves- 


tigation was not possible this year be- 
cause of the fact that the frost last 
January had made defoliation of trees 
so general that an average season to sea- 
son test could not be made with any 
assurance of accuracy. His report, he 
stated, was fairly complete for the east- 
ern part of Los Angeles county, btit ill 
the southwestern portion he had not 
been so fortunate in compiling data. He 
stated that in the eastern portion cover- 
ed, the majority of groves were furai- 
gatod by liquid gas and few by pot. 


GROVES SHOW IMPROVEMENT 
The groves under his observation were 


graded into five classes, A.I being fine, 
1 commercially clean, 2 unsatisfactory, 
3 dirty, and 4 extremely dirty. This 


perfected.''

Editorial 


Government a Dangerous Buzz Saw 


Perhaps the strongest bulwark of the political boss is the 


almost universal belief that principles are greater than men. 
Scarcely a village, town, county or state that has not slipped 
over undesirable candidates as against decent men because of 
this conviction, so frequently in fact that it is time we turned 
the microscope on this very vital assumption. Morals are largely, 
geographical and always subject to the times. The theory of 
right today may be wrong tomorrow. In the early days princi- 
ples in government may have been more vital' than men. Indeed 
this may be true today, but it is certain that today the character 
of the men we choose to serve us is more vital than ever before 
in history, for in matters of government we are compelled to put 
blind faith in the men we choose to serve us. Government has 
become so highly technical, so amazingly complex, that it is 
quite beyond the understanding of the average individual. The 
subtleties of civic finance, the intricacies of export trade, the 
complexities of transportation problems by land and sea, the 
technique of tariff, the bewildering, contradictory elements en- 
tering into scientific taxation, not to speak of the dazing prob- 
lems of foreign relations, have removed government to far from 
the ken of the average citizen that he has lost all.touch with it; 
be feels it is something with which he has grave concern, but in 
which he dares not express an opinion. His happiness, his 
welfare depend on the skill with which these technical problems 
are confronted, yet they can be man-handled to his complete 
undoing without his even sensing the folly of his representative. 
Summed up, government has gone completely from the hands 
of the people; it seems to have outgrown the people. The people 
have not kept up with the procession. The press has been insuf- 
ficient as an educational force, not for lack of desire, but because 
the press must exist and the people demand as the price of-sup- 
port the publication of trivialities. 
The great city newspapers 


have come to be a mixture of Diamond Dick, Sherlock Holmes, 
and Laura Jean Libby, stripped of personality, often devoid of 
principle, pandering to the intellect of the iiapper and assuming 
a "mis-leadership" based on bluff and bluster which rests on the 
inability of the people to tear away the mask of mock heroics 
and disclose a half-baked understanding of our national vita- 
mines. It seems as if we must turn back the clock and take 
more careful measure of integrity-and ability in those we must 


...trust--te-«k>-foir us" fhe things we are unable ourselves to under- 


stand. If not this, then we need some new system of education 
in the land.
